• Innovation: Projects contribute creative 
methods to improve and protect the envi-
ronment 

• Education: Projects promote public 
awareness, student education, or em-
ployee/volunteer training 

• Cooperation: Projects involve collabora-
tion among various entities 

• Achievement: Projects demonstrate 
measurable environmental and economic 
benefits 

• Commitment: Projects demonstrate a 
sustained commitment to environmental 
stewardship

ceremony to be held in June 2007.
